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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species I: Figures lA-11. 
Species II: Figures 12-14. 
Species III: Figures 15 A-23. 
Species IV: Figures 24-25. 
Species V: Figures 26A-36. 
Species VI: Figures 37-39. 
Species VII: Figures 40 A-51. 
Species VIII: Figures 52-53. 

The species are independent or distinct because the species are disclosed in different 
embodiments as stated in the specification. For example, Species I (Figures 1 A-1 1) does not 
have adhesive 122 formed for sealing an aperture 400, which is disclosed in Species II (Figures 
12-14); Species I (Figures lA-1 1) does not have electrode pads 132 and the semiconductor chip 
104 is not displaced in horizontal direction, which are disclosed in Species III (Figures 15A-23); 
Species V (Figures 26A-36) discloses spacer 522 and the lens 601, 603 are disposed between 
optical element 512 and semiconductor chip 503, while the other species do not have these 
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features. Species VII (Figures 40A-51) discloses first lenses 801, 802, 803, 804 and second 
lenses 161 1, 1613, while other species do not have this feature, etc. . . 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim.
